Venus  will  be  Evening  Star  until  the  20th  of  Second 
Month,  then  Morning  Star  until  the  11th  of  Twelfth  Month, 
after  which  it  will  be  Evening  Star  the  remainder  of  the 
year. 

MERCURY. 

Mercury  will  be  brightest  about  the  31st  of  First  Month, 
2nd  of  Sixth  Month,  and  25th  of  Ninth  Month,  at  which 
times  it  will  likely  be  visible,  being  then  in  East  just  before 
sunrise.  It  will  again  be  brightest  about  the  15th  of  Fourth 
Month,  9th  of  Eighth  Month,  and  9th  of  Twelfth  Month, 
when  it  will  be  in  the  west  immediately  after  sunset. 


NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

I.  The  astronomical  calculations  in  this  work  are  made 
to  true  clock  time,  the  same  as  in  the  United  States  Almanac, 
the  North  American  Almanac,  and  other  standard  works. 
The  effects  of  Refraction,  according  to  the  latest  improved 
Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the  Equation  of  Time,  have  both 
been  applied  to  the  times  of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting: 
so  that  the  Almanac,  and  a  good  clock,  will  agree  the  year 
round. 

II.  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the 
rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon  or  Stars, — 
but  more  accurrtely  by  the  Sun  (or  the  southing  of  the 
Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star),  any  where  on  or  near  the  40th  degree 
of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a 
fixed  Star  may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  sub¬ 
tracting,  or  backward  by  adding  4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  day  of  24  hours  begins  at  midnight, 
and  morning  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight  till 
noon;  and  afternoon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from  noon 
till  midnight;  this  should  be  remembered  carefully  when 
looking  for  the  times  of  rising,  setting  or  southing  of  the 
Moon  or  Stars  soon  after  midnight.

EARTHQUAKES. 


An  earthquake  is  a  shaking, 
heaving,  trembling,  or  con- 
cussive  action  of  the  solid 
crust  of  the  earth.  From  the 


impossibility  of  obtaining  di¬ 
rect  observations,  all  attempts 
at  explaining  the  cause  of 
earthquakes  must  be  only  the¬ 
oretical.  All  theorists  agree 
as  to  the  connection  between 
earthquakes  and  volcanoes, 
and  the  cause  of  both  these 
phenomena  is  attributed  to 
the  existence  of  a  molten  fluid 
mass  in  the  centre  of  the 
earth.  The  generation  of  im¬ 
mense  volumes  of  elastic  gases 
under  the  influence  of  the 
heat  of  this  mass,  would  ne¬ 
cessarily  result  in  an  explo¬ 
sion,  which  would  account  for 
man  y  of  the  earthquakes  which 
occur.  The  latest  theory  is 
that  of  the  brothers  Rodgers, 
who  state  that  the  producing 
cause  is  an  actual  pulsation  of 
the  molten  fluid  mass  in  the 
interior  of  the  earth.  This 
pulsation  is  carried  forward 
in  the  shape  of  great  waves.

from  large  ruptures  caused  by 
the  tension  of  elastic  matter, 
bearing  along,  or  floating,  as 
it  were,  the  rocky  crust  of  the 
earth  above.  The  structure 
of  certain  mountains  confirms 
this  theory  in  a  very  remark¬ 
able  manner.  The  history 
and  occurrence  of  earthquakes 
in  by-gone  ages  is  of  great  in¬ 
terest  to  the  geologist.  They 
seem  to  have  occurred  at  all 
times,  and  to  have  altered  the 
surface  of  the  globe  in  all 
parts,  forming  new  lakes  and 
river-courses,  and  sweeping 
away  old  ones  ;  changing  hills 
into  valleys,  and  raising  ridges 
of  mountains  out  of  level 
plains.  No  part  of  the  earth 
is  free  from  them.  They  are, 
however,  most  prevalent  in 
the  neighborhood  of  volca¬ 
noes,  and  their  frequency  and 
violence  seem  to  be  connected 
with  the  intensity  and  activity 
of  the  volcanoes  near  them. 
Nearly  all  volcanic  phenom¬ 
ena  are  accompanied  by  trem¬ 
bling  and  shaking  of  the  earth 
near  them.  On  many  occa¬ 
sions  they  precede  volcanic 
eruptions,  and  cease  as  soon 
as  the  eruption  takes  place.

It  is  singular,  however,  that 
many  of  the  most  severe  earth¬ 
quakes  take  place  in  regions 
far  remote  from  volcanoes ; 
and  districts  in  which  there 
are  the  remains  of  extinct  vol¬ 
canoes  are  not  more  liable  to 
earthquakes  than  other  places. 
Egypt  has  been  more  exempt, 
perhaps,  than  any  other  coun¬ 
try  ;  but  an  earthquake  oc¬ 
curred  there  in  a.  d.  1740. 
They  sometimes  happen  in 
the  middle  of  the  ocean  ;  and 
cases  have  occurred  where  vol¬ 
canic  islands  have  been  thrown 
up,  and  afterwards  have  dis¬ 
appeared.  It  has  been  calcu¬ 
lated  that  not  less  than  twelve 
or  thirteen  earthquakes^  de¬ 
stroying  both  life  and  proper¬ 
ty,  happen  every  year.  When 
they  occur  severely,  there  is, 
first,  a  trembling;  then  a  se¬ 
vere  shock  or  a  succession  of 
shocks;  then  a  trembling 
again,  which  gradually  dies 
away.  The  most  violent  shocks 
are  instantaneous,  and  there 
are  seldom  more  than  three 
or  four.  When  there  is  more 
than  one  violent  shock,  there 
are  smaller  shocks  or  trem¬ 
blings  between.  Whole  cities

The  name  given  to  the 
stony  frame  secreted  by  many 
species  of  animals  of  the  class 
Polypi.  “The  too  common 
notion  that  coral  is  built  by 
an  insect,  or  that  the  coral 
animals  build  coral  at  will, 
as  the  bee  builds  comb,  or  as 
workmen  masonry,  is  wholly 
erroneous.  Coral  is  simply 
the  frame- work  or  skeleton,  or 
aggregate  skeletons,  of  polyps 
—or,  in  some  cases,  of  aca- 
lephs — and  is  a  necessary  re¬ 
sult  of  their  existence,  and  is 
entirely  independent  of  the 
volition  of  the  animals  them¬ 
selves.  In  fact,  polyps  form 
coral  in  a  manner  not  differ¬ 
ent  in  kind  from  that  in  which 
the  higher  animals  form  bones, 
and  the  coral  is  wholly  inside 
the  polyps,  and  is  in  no  sense 
a  house,  as  is  too  commonly 
supposed,  in  which  the  latter 
live  )  and  it  Is  only  when  the 
polyps  die,  wither,  and  dis¬ 
appear,  that  we  see  the  solid 
coral  itself.  From  their  re¬ 
semblance  to  plants,  the  ani¬ 
mals  of  this  class  were  regard¬ 
ed  by  the  early  naturalists  as 
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Planets'  Places  in  Right  Ascension  and  Declination. 
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body,  and  it  is  necessary  to 
its  production  that  it  should 
remain  fixed  to  its  place.  Cor¬ 
al  is  an  important  branch  of 
industry  and  commerce  in 
Italy.

tional  rites  and  usages.  They 
administer  communion  in 
both  kinds  ;  they  use  the  an¬ 
cient  Syriac  language  in  their 
liturgy ;  their  clergy,  if  mar¬ 
ried  before  ordination,  are 
permitted  to  retain  their 
wives ;  and  they  have  many 
festivals  and  saints  not  recog¬ 
nized  in  the  Roman  calendar. 
In  1584,  Pope  Gregory  XIII. 
founded  at  Rome  a  Maronite 
college,  from  which  they  have 
since  received  most  of  their 
priests.  Their  head  is  the 
patriarch  of  Antioch,  whose 
residence,  however,  is  the 
convent  of  Dair-al-Shafee,  on 
Mount  Lebanon.  Every  tenth 
year  he  has  to  give  an  ac¬ 
count  of  the  condition  of  the 
Church  to  the  Pope  at  Rome. 
Subordinate  to  the  patriarchs 
are  bishops  and  several  other 
orders  of  clergymen.  In  the 
district  of  Lebanon  there  were 
upwards  of  two  hundred  re¬ 
ligious  houses  under  the  rule 
of  St.  Anthony;  but  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  the  recent  war 
with  the  Druses,  many  of 
these  have  been  destroyed. 
Their  political  constitution  is 
that  of  a  military  common-

wealth  ;  the  supreme  govern¬ 
ment  being  in  the  hands  of 
four  chief  shieks,  who  are 
also  their  leaders  in  time  of 
war.  Their  dependence  on 
the  Ottoman  empire  is  little 
more  than  nominal,  consist¬ 
ing  merely  in  the  payment  of 
an  annual  tribute.  In  1841, 
a  fierce  war  raged  between 
the  Maronites  and  the  neigh¬ 
boring  Druses,  in  which  the 
former  suffered  greatly.  In 
i860,  the  war  again  broke  out 
with  unprecedented  fierceness, 
the  Druses  being  aided  and  ex¬ 
cited  by  the  Mohammedan 
population,  and  even  by  Turk¬ 
ish  troops.  The  Maronites 
were  soon  overpowered ;  about 
160  towns  and  villages  were 
destroyed,  and  nearly  their  en¬ 
tire  territory  laid  waste.  Many 
of  the  people  were  cruelly  mas¬ 
sacred.  At  length  peace  was 
concluded ;  and  to  prevent 
the  return  of  similar  atrocities, 
the  European  powers,  at  a  con¬ 
ference  held  at  Paris,  agreed 
upon  an  intervention  in  Syria 
for  the  protection  of  the  Chris¬ 
tians.  The  number  of  Maro¬ 
nites  is  about  20,000. — Zell' s 
Encyclopedia.

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NUBECULA. 

These  are  two  very  remarka¬ 
ble  objects  on  the  the  southern 
heavens,  long  known  to  sail¬ 
ors  as  the  Magellanic  Clouds. 
They  resemble  in  general  ap¬ 
pearance  detached  portions  of 
the  Milky  Way,  but  on  tele¬ 
scopic  scrutiny  are  found  to 
differ  from  the  Milky  Way  in 
this,  that  whereas  the  galaxy 
shows  few  irresolvable  nebulae, 
the  Nubeculae  exhibit  great 
numbers  of  all  orders  of  neb¬ 
ulae.  This  is  especially  the 
case  with  the  Nubeculae  Major, 
within  which  Sir  John  Her- 
schel  counted  no  less  than 
two  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  nebulae,  besides  noting 
fifty  or  sixty  outliers.  He 
has  pointed  out  that  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  nebulae  of  all  or¬ 
ders,  with  stars  from  the 
ninth  to  lower  orders,  with¬ 
in  a  region  which  must  be 
regarded  as  roughly  spher¬ 
ical  in  form,  should  teach  us 
to  look  with  caution  on  the 
theory  that  nebulae  necessarily 
lie  at  inordinate  distances  be¬ 
yond  the  fixed  stars. — Zell' s 
E  ncyclopedia .
